countries. ^ 

Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty noted that Communist prop- 
agandists have “made quite a 
to-do” about the purported letter 
since it was published in the East 
German Communist newspaper 
Neues Deutschland on Feb- 
ruary 15 . 

Mr. Rockefeller is a former 
special assistant to the President 
for co-ordinatoin of foreign pol- 
icy activities.' 

Mr. Hagerty said he had done 
.some intensive checking of files' 
and had* talked personally with 
i Mr. Rockefeller. As a result, 
he said, he found that “the pur- 
ported letter was a' complete 
fabrication by the Communists/ 

He said no such letter eve 
had been written by Mr. Rocki 
feller or by any other associr 
of the President, and that *' 
such policy ever has been p: 
posed to or entertained by
